The Aleuts 'inhabit the 
Pribilol! 
islands, the Alaska peninsula and, 
of course, the Aleutians, They have 
been under American sovereignly 
for 78 years — since 
1867 when 
Alaska was purchased from Russia 
for $7,200,000. 


As can be imagined, conversa- 
tion wilh these Bering sea citizens 
has been difficult. For afte'1

has succeeded in reaching them, 
the peculiarities of their Eskimoid

unification plan before a decision 
was made, but studies are already 
nt hand. There is the impressive 
evidence of Army-Navy unity which 
was forced by threat of military 
defeat, and which is found in a 
day-to-day history of the war, once 
our armed forces recovered from 
the shock of the first Japanese at- 
tack.

Dec. 7, 1041, disclosed by witness 
lifter witness as lhe full slory of 
events IcadiiiR up to that unhappy 
day is unfolded. 


A most recent example was the 
testimony given by Achnl.

Dual Control

Douglas MacArthur was re- 


vealed today to have expressed dis- 
satisfaction to the \Var Department 
over divided American-Soviet Rus- 
sian control of Korea. 
In his first report on his steward- 


ship as supreme commander

lhe Allied powers, MacArthur said 
lhal lhe dual control was bringing 
"serious consequences" 
and that 


the Korean people were

concerned." 


This report, issued through the 


War Department, 
was 
prepared 


before the three-power conference 
of foreign ministers 
at 
Moscow 
agreed on a joint Soviet-U. S. com- 
mission for Korea and the calling 
of a meeting of the Russian and 
American military commands 
in 
Korea to establish coordination on 
administralive and economic mat- 
ters. 
Soviet Russia is in control 
of 


Korea north of the 38th parallel 
and the United Slates has jurisdic- 
tion of the area to the south. 


MacArthur also indicated his op- 


position to any plan calling for the 
mass deportation of Japanese from 
Japan for reparation labor service. 
He said that deportation should be 
confined lo specialists needed 
to 


install and to manage transplant- 
ed industrial establishments. 


However, MacArthur 
proposed 
that Japanese military and civilian

British courts. The crown proved 
before his conviction on Sept. 19 
thai ho held a

passport 
when he went to Germany shortly 
before the war began. 


Joyce's insolent voice, with its

xrom $12,000 to $22,500 


While $30,000 a year would not 


generally be regraded as very high 
remuneration for a position of that 
importance 
and 
prestige, 
the 
"take-home" pay of about $23,478 
alter federal income tax could pro- 
vide comfortable and dignified liv- 
ing for a justice's family not given 
to splurging. 


The fact that a justice is not 


obligated to do much in the way 
of lavish entertaining always has 
been considered by 
some 
court 
members as one of the assets of 
the office. Unlike members of Con- 
gress, they are under no compul- 
sion to keep in good standing with 
•constitutents" who visit the capi- 
tal city. For the justices, even a 
bid to a White House function is 
not, a command invitation.

$30,000. Any ot the judges of the 
circuit courts of app.eals, court of 
claims and court of customs and 
patent appeals would 
be 
raised 
xrom $12,000 to $22,500 


While $30,000 a year would not 


generally be regraded as very high 
remuneration for a position of that 
importance 
and 
prestige, 
the 
"take-home" pay of about $23,478 
alter federal income tax could pro- 
vide comfortable and dignified liv- 
ing for a justice's family not given 
to splurging. 


The fact that a justice is not 


obligated to do much in the way 
of lavish entertaining always has 
been considered by 
some 
court 
members as one of the assets of 
the office. Unlike members of Con- 
gress, they are under no compul- 
sion to keep in good standing with 
•constitutents" who visit the capi- 
tal city. For the justices, even a 
bid to a White House function is 
not, a command invitation.

Hal! Dies in 
Electric Chair 


7:22 A. M. Today 


Tucker, Jan. 4 —(iP)— James W. 


Hall, 
24-year-old 
former 
Little 


Rock cab driver 
and 
confessed 
slayer of six persons, died in the 
electric chair at the state prison 
farm here at 7:22 a. m. today for 
the murder of his 
second 
wile, 


Fayrene Clemmons Hall. 


Hall entered the death chamber 


at 7:15 and was pronounced dead 
even minutes later. He died with- 
.il uttering a word. 
Mrs. Hall's father ,A. Z, Clem- 
nons of Conway, Ark., was among 
he 64 persons who witnessed, the 
ixecution. 


The young, pretty Mrs. Hall was 
atally beaten on the bank of the 
Arkansas river near Little Rock in. 
August, 1944. 
/ 


Hall had been quoted by police 


as having confessed the slaying of 
ive other persons in hitch-hike ex- 
cursions 
through Arkansas 
and 
Cansas. 
The redhaired former chauffeur 


appeared to be in a jovial mood 
as he entered the death chamber. 
Although he had been holding out 
lope for executive clemency 
by 


Governor Laney, last night Hall 
seemed to be resigned to the fact 
;hat he would be electrocuted. 


He was cheeriul throughout the 


night and ate a hearty meal 
of 


steak, pork chops and strawberry 
ice crearn before midnight. 


Hall's relatives called on Gover- 


nor Laney yesterday to seek 
a 
stay of execution or commutation 
of sentence. Laney declined to in- 
tervene, however .saying there had 
been no evidence to indicate clem- 
ency was in order. 


One of the last persans to talk 


with Hall was his father-in-law, 
Clemmons. 


In the presence of the prison 


chaplain, Clemmons asked 
Hall, . 


whose .wavy,;.red, hair .had -,: 
shaved off a few hours earlier, 
the family had not been notified of 
the 19-year-old 
Fayrene's 
death- 
"so we could give her a decent 
burial." 


Hall reiterated to Clemmons a 


story he had told 
officers 
last 


week, contending that his 
wife's 
death had been an accident. 
He 


said he had not intended to kill 
her. 


A curtain obscured the view of 


witnesses, most of 
whom 
were 


peace officers, as the condemned 
man was strapped to the. chair. 
The curtain was opened just be- 
fore the electricity was applied. 
Prison Superintendent Tom Cog- 


bill asked the convicted slayer if 
he wanted the mask placed over 
his face before the curtain was 
opened and if he had anylhing to 
say. Hall replied that he wanted to 
see the witnesses before the mask 
was put into place but 
declared 
lhat he had nothing to say. 


Before the mask was 
draped 


over his head, Hall calmly looked 
over the witnesses. 


Hall was convicted of murder in 
the dealh of his wife by a Pulaski 
circuit jury May 9. The death sen- 
tence was upheld by the State Su- 
preme court. 


Hall did not deny having made 


confessions reported by Little Rock 
chief of Detectives O. N. Martin 
and other officers until a few days 
before his execulion. In an inter- 
view with authorities in the death 
house, the former taxi driver and 
share-cropper denied parlicipation 
in Ihe slayings, contending that 
"two former convicts" ' whom he 
identified had been responsible. 


He told officers he had shielded 
the "convicts" in the belief that 
they would come to his rescue. 


Officers said Hall confessed slay- 


ing the following persons in addi- 
tion to his wife: 


State boiler inspector J. D, New- 


comb, Jr., Little Rock, near Heber 
Springs, 
Faulkner 
County, 
last 


March; E. C. Adams of Humbqldt, 
Kansas, a defense worker whose 
body was found in his car near 
Fordyce, Ark., Feb. 1, 1945; Doyle 
Mulherin, Little Rock truck driver, 
whose body was found by the side 
of a road near Stuttgart in eastern 
Arkansas last Feb. 8; a Negro at 
Camden, Ark., in January, 19*5;' an 
unidentified negro woman at Sali- 
na, Kansas, nearly 
eight years 
ago. 


He was not tried on any of these 
counts. 


The handsome redhead was ar- 


rested in Litlle Rock last March 16. 
Detectives said they had learned 
Hall had remarked to a friend that 
he was "going out on the highway 
to get some money." 


After his arrest and purported 


confessions, Hall led officers, to the 
scenes of several of the Slayings 
and re-enacted them. 


Chief Martin and Detective J. R. 


Peterson quoted Hall as saying he 
had committed the hitch-hike slay- 
ings to obtain money. They said he 
admitted killing his wife because 
of financial troubles and because 
"she knew too much." 


Mrs. Hall's skeleton was found at 


a lonely spot 911 the Arkansas river 
bank near Little Rock, to which 
Hall led officers. When question- 
ed, the detectives said, Hall told 
of beating his young, pretly wife to 
death after luring her to the spot. 


Hall was a native of Enola, Ark., 


and the son of a minister. He read 
the Bible consistently 
throughout 
his stay in prison.
